Jack and band entered Congdon's bank aod 
with Winchesters leveled at Cashier Ball 
and Teller 
C irpenter 
demanded 
that 


the safe be opened. The cashier explained 
that the door of the safe was controlled by 
a time lock and could not be opened for 
about 20 minutes. 
"We'll wait," said the 


leader, and he sat down at the *a8bier'n 
desk, first gathering up the monoy in the 
cash drawer. 


Bob and Eoaoaett Dalton in the mean- 


while were having better luck at the First 
National Bank. 
When they entered the 


bank they found Cashier Ayres, his BOO 
Albert Ayres and Teller W. H. Shephsrd. 
None of them were armed, and the ban- 
dits easily intimidated them. 
The cashier 


waa forced to strip the safe, vanlt and cash 
drawers of all the money and place it in a 
sack. The desperadoes then marched the 
officers of the bank out of the door. 
The 


party made its appearance at the door jnat 
as livery man Spears and other* of the 
marshal's posse took positions in the 
square. 
When the Dalton brothers saw

Second—Upon receiving the ballot re- 


tire alone lo one of the booths and prepare 
your ballot by marking an X at the rLhi ol 
the name for each person fur whom you 
wish to vote. 


Thud—If you are to vote for two or more 


persons for the some office make a cross 
maik X at the right of as tnacy names as 
there are candidates to be elected to each 
office. 


Fourth—In case a question is submitted 


to vote, make an X at the right of the 
proposition for which yon desire to vote. 


Fifth—Do tot mark your ballot iu any 


other way. 


Sixth—If yon spoil a ballot return it to 


the clerks of eleoiion and receive another, 
but dou't waste time in spoiling ballots or 
yon may get left. 


Seventh—Sou will not be allowed to oc- 


cupy a \oling bootb with apy other person 
or to upeak or converse with any one but 
election officers. 


Ei^btb—Yon will only be allowed five 


minutes to prepare your ballot. 


Ninth—Before leaving the booth or 


apnrtmont you must fold your Jballot in 
such a manner that the water mark and 
number of the ballot shall appear on tbe 
outside without exposing the marks upon 
the ballot, and keep it BO until voted. 


Tenth—Let no one see how you have 


marked your ballot. 


Eleventh—When your ballot is prepared 


give it to tbe election officers witb your 
name and residence and leave tbe room 
once. 


Twelfth—If yon are pby.ioally (not 


mentally) unable to cast your ballot and 
so declare under oath, any elector (other 
than an election officer) utay assist yon. 


Thirteenth—No person shall be an as- 


sistant to more than one voter, 


Fourteenth—If you do not vote your bal- 


lot return it to the election officers. 


Fifteenth—Do not re-enter the guard 


rail after yon have voted. 


Sixteenth—Mark your ballot with a 


black lead pencil; any other mark is illegal. 


Seventeenth—Remember the 
elective 


franchise is tbe bulwark of American lib- 
erty.

A B«»r Fight Without Hl-iiwl-itied. 
Alexander "Wallace, who looks after 


the camp out cm Boone's mountain, which 
is kept tip for the convenience and com- 
fort of hunting and fishing parties, had 
an exciting fxperience with a bear a few 
day8 ago. He started out with an ax 
on hia shoulder to find a bee tree, and 
when about a mile from camp, while in 
a dense laurel thicket, throngh which 
hifl course led him, he ran onto a couple 
of bear cubs. They immediately set up 
a howl of distress and a moment later 
the old mother bear came running to 
their rescue with her mouth wide open. 


Wallace raised his ax to strike, but it 


caught in the laurel bushes with which 
he was thickly surrounded, and the blow 
which the bear received was only suffi- 
cient to aggravate her. She openedher 
mouth a foot or two wider, BO that Wal- 
lace said he could see clear into her 
stomach, and tried to get Wallace be- 
tween her jaws. But he kept striking 
at her with the ax in his cramped posi- 
tion until one of the cubs, which in the 
meantime had run away, began to whine 
in a pitiful way, when the old bear 
turned around and ran off, apparently 
thinking its offspring had gotten mw> 
new danger. Thus the fight ended with- 
out bloodshed on either side. Wallace 
was very willing to quit, and straight- 
way proceeded to make himself scarce 
in that quarter.—Pnnxeutawney Spirit. 


A LlBel on a Fair Town. 


Down at Stonington, Conn., an enter- 


prising justice of the peace has had him- 
self appointed also "dog officer," which 
in Connecticut legal terminology means 
the officer whose duty it is to collect t»ie 
doe tax. The penalty for failing to pay 
the tax is seven dollars or thirty days in 
jail, or both. The Stonington officer has 
adopted a peculiar method to facilitate 
justice. Every morning a carriage starts 
out- it is the courtroom on wheels. 
There are in it the grand juror, the con- 
stable and the dog officer and justice of 
the peace. A call is made upon one of tue 
unfortunates. He is summoned to appear 
at the carriage; the writ is served and 
the case is tried. Result^the defendant 
is fined seven dollars and costs, amount- 
ing to about fifteen dollars. 
Of this 


amount the grand juror receives three 
dollars, the constable two dollars and 
the dog officer three dollars. In addi- 
tion to this, each man collects ten cents 
per mile for traveling expenses. If the 
defendant makes a vigorous protest he 
is bound over to n future session of the 
court; but the result is invariably the 
aame.—Buffalo Courier.
